About' 75 Illlnolsans gath- 
ered at the Executive Man- 
sion In Springfield recently 
to discuss what we consid- 
ered a very important sub- 
ject: the possible formation 
of an Illinois Arts Council. 
•It had become apparent 
that such a group could per- 
form a valuable service by 
acting as a clearing .house 
for information and activities 
related to the arts, encour- 
aging cultural activities and 
assisting communities in the 
establishment of art pro- 
grams. It could also co-or- 
dinate the use of various 
state facilities— such as the 
universities or . parks— for 
musical programs, concerts 
and shows. 

Those attending the initial 
meeting included well-known 
persons in the various art 
fields. All were enthusias- 
tic about the possibilities of 
an arts council, A working 
12 man advisory committee 
was sot up to study the mat- 
ter more closely, under the 
leadership of George Irwin 
of Quincy, president , of Com- 
munity Arts Council, Inc., a 
national organization. 

In addition to studying 
this question, the five Down- 
state and seven Chicago area 
members of the committee 
decided to begin an immedi- 
ate survey of the facilities 
available in each part of the 
state for presentation of 
various types of events, such 
as concerts, theater, art ex- 
hibits, dance, etc. It also 
announced plans to sponsor 
a major cultural activity, 
possibly a statewide tour by 
the Chicago Symphony Or- 
chestra. 

The eventual creation of 
some sort of an arts council 
appears to bo a welcome cer- 
tainty. A dozen other states 
already have similar organi- 
zations operating successful- 
ly. The work of our study 
committee is being greatly 
aided by a $10,0(10 grant 
from the Graham Foundation 
for Advanced Studies in the 
Fine Arts. 

Illinois has a rich tradition 
of creativity in the arts and 
literature. Our contributions 
in architecture are innumer- 
able. Our additions to the 
folk art form of jazz arc well 
known. Our poets — such as 
Carl Sandburg and Vachol 
IJndscy — are recognized 
throughout the world. 

We have a duty to continue 
to work toward a challenging 
future. We think that the 
state can act as a catalytic 
agent, contributing Its re- 
sources to the common pool 
of art. It would be a great 
gain, for instance, if the Chi- 
cago Symphony and the ex- 
hibits in the Chicago Art In- 
stitute could continually cir- 
culate throughout the rest of 
the state, sharing the cul- 
tural riches of the nation's 
second city. , 

We have set our sights to- 
ward this goal.

Your Congressman 
Reports.....

Now that the Senate has 
made it quite clear that there 
will bo no tax- bill at this ses- 
sion of Congress, the one re- 
maining principal issue is 
civil rights. 

The need for appropriate 
civil rights legislation is rec- 
ognized by the vast majority 
of the Members of Congress. 
Indeed, dozens of civil rights 
bills have been presented by 
both Republicans and Demo- 
crats. After the President 
delivered his civil rights 
message on June 10, I com- 
mended the President's plea 
for bipartisan support of this 
regulation. 

But the President's words 
urging a. bipartisan program 
have not' been backed up by 
the President's legislative 
leaders in the House of Rep- 
resentatives. The Democratic 
members of a subcommittee 
of the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee have devised a re- 
vised and .more stringent 
clv^l rights bill which is now 
before the full committee. 
The bill is solely the product 
of the Democratic members 
and is not a bipartisan effort 
at all. Indeed, Republican 
Invitation^ to the Democratic 
commitecl members to sit 
down and forge out an ac 
ceptablc bill have been po 
litcly but firmly declined. 

Thus the civil rights issue 
seems bound up in a web of 
partison politics from which 
it probably, cannot be extri- 
cated. 

Republican strategy in the 
House of Representatives in 
the face of this Democratic 
"take it or leave it" attitude 
now must be developed. If 
Republican members seek to 
amend the Democratic ver- 
sion in order to write a bill 
that can be passed with bi- 
partisan support," the Demo- 
crats will charge the Repub- 
licans "watered down" or 
"gutted" the bill. On the 
other hand, if the Republi- 
cans accept — and support — 
the Democrats' stringent civil 
rights bill, it Is generally 
conceded that ttte bill will 
die in the Senate. 

So the Administration ap- 
pears to be giving no support 
in Congress to its pica for 
b i p a r I isan statesmanship. 
And no reasons— other than 
political— can explain this 
White House attitude. We 
know that a position which 
results in no civil rights legis- 
lation would undoubtedly 
please the Southern Demo- 
crats whose support enabled 
John Kennedy to narrowly 
slip in as president in iOtiO. 
. The alternative hope that 
Republicans will offer amend- 
ments which will result in a 
more moderate but effective 
civil rights bill, acceptable to 
a majority in both the House 
and Senate, Is a move fraught 
with serious risks— and politi- 
cal repercussions. 
The civil rights issue is a
